a, (U) A SECOM staff member has continued to work closely with the 
ICRC, Defense, CIA, and the NSC on the Executive Order on classification 
and the| implementing order. An IC Staff position was prepared and forwarded 
to the 0GC/CIA for consideration for inclusion in the official DCI position 
on the Executive Order. 


bL (U) Assistance was provided to Capt. Bausch and an officer 
from DIA in drafting a paper on security considerations on providing U.S. 
tactical commanders a broader range of intelligence information. 


c, (U) Definitions of security terms were provided to the 
Definitions Working Group, chaired by the Office of Policy and Planning. 


di, (U) Recommendations for staffing and functions of the Security 
Committee Staff were prepared and forwarded to the A/D/DCI/IC. 
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f. (U) The Computer Security Subcommittee met twice during the 
month ey briefings from private industry and other government agencies 
on computer security, particularly the multi-level security problem. 
Contributions to the Information Handling Committee report to the Senate 
Select Committee are now being prepared on the computer security problem 
and the threat to computer operations.
